Should the judge next week overrule the 
motion for a new trlal the defendant will 
then have thirty days in which to file a bill 
of exceptions and appeal to the supreme 
scourt. Then there will be some delay in 
"having the case heard by the supreme court. 

Today at noon, when Sheriff Westcott 
learned that Governor Atkinson had re- 
spited Allen until June lith, he ordered the 
death watch removed from Allen. This 

Watch has been kept on Allen ever since he 
‘was resentenced to be hanged by Judge 


Candler several weeks ago. 

Allen felt much relieved today when the 
death waich was removed. He is now very 
hopeful that he will never die on the gal- 
lows. His attorney, Colonel Preston, has 
defended forty persons for murder and not 
one of them has ever been hanged. 

Allen believes that this same luck will 
accompany him that attended Preston's 
other clients. 

Governor Atkinson today telephoned 
Judge Felton, of the Macon circuit, that he 
had respited Tom Allen until] Friday, June 
lith, in consequence of the supersedeas 


granted by Judge Reese, until the extraor- 
dinary motion for a new trial can be heard. 

Tomorrow was the time appointed by 
Judge Candler, of the Stone Mountain cir- 
cuit, for Tom Allen to be hanged. 

It is not known before whom the motion 
for a new trial will be argued. Under the 
law, Judge Felton has the right to select 
any judge he pleases and invite him to hear 
the argument. It is said that Judge Felton 
will probably request Judge Candler to hear 
the extraordinary motion for a new trial. 
Allen's attorneys will appeal the case to the 
supreme court of Georgia, and, if the deci- 
sion of the lower court is affirmed, Allen's 
attorneys will ask the governor to com- 
mute the death sentence to imprisonment 

Tor life in the penitentiary. 

Argument on the extraordinary motion 

will he heard some day in the early part 
Q next week. 

This morning Colonel J. W. Preston, at- 
torney for Allen, filed the supedsedeas in 
the office of the clerk of the superior 
court. 

The supersedeasy~was not accompanied by 
any affidavit. When this was brought to 

Judge Felton’s attention he sent for Colo- 
nel Preston and Solicitor General Hodges. 

Colonel Preston explained that he has car- 
Pied the affidavits to Washington, Ga., with 
him and read them to Judge Reese, but 
in filing the supersedeas this morning he 
had overlooked them and left them in his 
office. If the court would excuse him a few 
moments he would go to his office and 
get them. Solicitor General Hodges raised 
no question about the affidavits, but moved 
to advance the case on the docket. Colo- 
nel Preston explained that Judge Reese 
would be out of the state at the time set 
for the hearing. 

Solicitor General Hodges raised the point 
that among the eleven affidavits submitted 
to Judge Reese there was not one as re- 
quired by law. p 

Colonel Preston explained this by inform- 
ing the court that he had the affidavit writ- 
ten out, but failed to carry it to Washing- 

ton. He said, however, that he could very 
easily go to Washington and submit the 
affidavit of Allen to Judge Reese. 

Solicitor Hodges felt satisfied about the 
affidavit and waived this amendment as the 
affidavit can be submitted at any time. 

It was agreed that the hearing on the 

extraordinary motion for a new trial be 
had at the very earliest day a judge can 
be obtained. 

Judge Felton telephoned Governor At- 
kinson and told him that on account of 
the slight doubt placed on the precedure 
that he thought it would be best to issue 
an order authorizing the sheriff to stay 
proceedings. The governor replied that he 
would issue an order at once, and the 
sheriff was notified that a respite had been 
granted until June lith. 

Georgia Railroad Lease. 


There has been no compromise in the 
case of the Georgia railroad lease, rumor 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

TELEPHONE TAX RATE INCREASED $1 


Changes in Bicycle, Burglar Alarm, 
Broker, Laundry, Furnishing 
Goods, Soda Water and 
Other Lines of Busi- 
ness. 


The tax committee of the general coun- 
eil has completed the new tax ordinance 
to go into effect July ist. Several import- 
ant changes are to be made, ff the recom- 
mendation of the committee stands, but on 
the whole, the receipts will not vary very 
much under the new ordinance as com- 
pared to the present law. 

The committee held a mesting yesterday 
afternoon and completed the work assign- 
ed to it. Chairman Dimmock, Alderman 
Rice, Alderman Hirsch, Alderman Wood- 
ward, Councilman Peters and Assistant 
City Attorney Pendleton, City Clerk Greene 
and License Inspector Saxe were present. 
The committee went over the old ordi- 
nance and made the changes and an or- 
dinance will now be prepared and submit- 
ted to the council. 

The committee decided to hold up the 
circus people to the extent that their tax 
for giving exhibitions in the city will be 
doubled. It will cost the show people $600 
to exhibit hereafter. The old rate is $300, 
It was decided that the circus people take 
away thousands of dollars on every visit 
and that the city could consistently de- 
mand a larger portion of the receipts than 
has heretofore been asked. 

The bicycle schedules were changed so 
that for renting and selling bicycles the 
dealers must pay 80 annually. For rent- 
ing only the tax will be $25, and for gelling 
only the same amount. Repair shops will 
be taxed $10 annually. 

The tax on burglar alarm companies will 
be increased from $25 to $50. 

Brokers in futures or agents must pay 
7100 annually. ~~ 

Itinerant furnishing goods men must pay 
$25, and no license will be issued for a 
shorter perlod than one year. 

Agencies for laundries in other cities se- 
cure a reduction from 350 annually to $25 
annually. 

Soda water manufacturers and mattress 
makers secure a reduction from 50 annual- 
ly to $25. 

Telegraph companies must pay $100. 

Double Tax on Telephones. 

The telephone tax will be doubled. The 
city will demand $2 for each phone in use 
and a license tax of $50 annually. The pres- 
ent tax is $1 on each phone in use. 

The committee adopted a section requir- 
ing melon brokers to pay 350 per year for 
melons sold from cars. This was done to 
protect the local dealers from persons who 


come to the city during the melon sea- 


son and compete with the merchants, who 
pay annual taxes. 

Alderman Rice wanted the committee to 
adopt a schedule taxing sleeping car com- 
panies, but it. was pointed out that the 
city cannot tax these companies because 
they do an interstate business and are ex- 
empt from local taxation. Judge Pendle- 
ton said there was no way to get at the 
companies. 

The general tax rate was reduced from 
one and a half to one and one-quarter, 
in accordance with the amendment to the 
city charter aslopted by the legislature last 
fall.

COSTA RIGAN BONDS 


Over $1,250,000 of Spurious Securities 
Have Been Sold. 


MAN AND WOMAN ARRESTED 


Chief Inspector Hazen Runs to Ground 
a Gigantic Scheme. 


REQUISITION WILL BE MADE 


Bonds Were Printed in New Orleans 


and Disposed of in Foreign 
Countries. 


New York, June 3.—One of the most ex- 
tensive counterfeiting plots ever discovered 
by the secret service was brought to light 
today when Richard D. Requesens and his 
wife, Eugunia, were arraigned before Com- 
missioner Shields, charged with issuing 
counterfeit bonds of the Costa Rica gov- 
ernment of the denomination of 100 pesos. 

The prisoners were arrested by officers 
of the United States secret service on an 
order issued by Chief Hazen, based on in- 
formation reelved from the consul general 
of the United States at Port Limon, Cos- 
ta Rica. 

Requesens has a printing establishment 
in Maiden Lane, this city, and he was ar- 
rested there. No plates, dies or other coun- 
terfeiting tools were found in the rooms. 
The woman who was arrested, and who 
said she was Eugenia Requesens, is fine 
looking and apparently about thirty-five 
years old. She told Chief Hazen that she 
met Requesens several months ago and 
that he told her he had a big scheme to 
float in Costa Rica.“ She said: 

We went to Port Limon about the mid- 
dle of March. As to this charge of at- 
tempting to float forged bonds of the 
Costa Rican government I can say posi- 
tively that I have no knowledge of it 
whatever. If my husband attempted to 
put any such bonds on the market I can 
gay positively that I knew, nothing of such 
a scheme.“ 

Richard D. Requesens, the alleged prin- 
cipal in the floating of the counterfeit 
bonds, refused to make any statement. 
Both. prisoners were held in defauit of 
$3,000 bail for examination on June 16th. 

The counterfeits are excellent imitation 
of the original bonds and bear the signa- 
tures of the president, F. Pesulta, and 
Secretary Octunoe. It is said they were 
issued from New Orleans. It was report- 
ed this afternoon that fully $1,250,000 of 
these bonds had beer floated, but only a 
small portion of the bonds, it is said, have 
been marketed in this city. There is a 
story to the effect that Requesens and his 
wife went to Costa Rica to float the bonds 
in an effort to benefit insurrectionists in 
that country. It is also said that a large 
amount of the bonds were placed among 
the conspirators against the Costa Rica 
government. 

Alfred Walcott, an Epglish waiter in the 
Hotel Imperial, in San Jose, Costa Rica, 
is said to be under arrest there, and it is 
also stated that 847,000 pesos of counterfeit 
notes were found in his possession. It is 
further claimed that a bundle of the 
counterfeits was found in a sofa which was 
shipped from this city. 

Thief Hazen said tonight that he expect- 
ed witnesses from Costa Rica to arrive 
within a week or ten days.

STATE’S RIGHTS AN ISSUE AGAIN 


Claim Is Made That Every State 
Should Control Sale of Liquor 
in Its Borders. 


Washington, June 3.—(Special.)})—The tem- 
perance elements all over the country are 
coming to the support of Senator Tillman 
in his desire to have light thrown on the 
question as to what legislation, if any, is 
necessary to give full effect of the law 
which accords to each state the right to 
regulate the liquor traffic within its bor- 
ders. 

People who have been disposed to criti- 
cise the dispensary system and its author 
are with him in the fight which comes as 
the result of Jude Simonton's recent de- 
cision. Senator Hoar is one of the strong 
supporters. of the Tillman position and 
most of the members of the senate believe 
with him that Judge Simonton’s decision 
is in the teeth of the Wilson law which was 
made to fit the Iowa case some years ago 
and under the operations of which the 
Maine law is made effective. 

That law was passed in 1890 and gives, in 
as plain language as a law can to each 
state, the same power to regulate the sale 
of liquors that are brought into that state 
as the state has over liquors produced in 
the state, and the law adds that they 
“shall not be exempt therefrom by reason 
Of being introduced therein in original 
packages or otherwise.“ 

Judge Simonton bases his decision, as it 
ig understood here, on the contention that 
the South Carolina law is not an exercise 
of the police power of the state. 

That it is the intention of congress to 
give absolute control of the liquor traffic 
to the individual statés there can be no 
doubt and if further legislation is, neces- 
sary to perfect existing law on that point 
it will be enacted. 

More Carriers for Atlanta. 

National Committeeman Lyons called at 
the postoffice department today to recom- 
mend an increase in the letter carrier ser- 
vice at the Atlanta office. Assurances were 
given that by July lst the department 
would probably authorize an increase of 
five or six in the carrier force. It was sug- 
gested that eight or ten carriers would not 
be inadequate for the growing demands 
of the Atlanta postoffice, and it is likely 
if the proper showing can be made by the 
postmaster, that the increase may be eight 
at the least.

SAVE WHITE'S NECK 


Extraordinary Motion Was Argued Before 
Judge Butt Yesterday. 


REFUSED TO 


HE ACT 


Motion Is Based on Newly Discovered | 
Evidence on an Affidavit. | 
| 


TO BE WEARD BY SUPREME COURT 


Colonel Thornton Has Come to Atlanta 
and Will Argue It Today—White 
Has Not Lost All Hope. 


Columbus, Ga., June 3.—(Speclal.)— There 
is a possibility that Henry White may not 
hang on the gallows tomorrow, but it de- 
pends upon whether the supreme court of 
the state decides that some newly dis- 
covered evidence in the case is worthy of 
consideration. 

If the supreme bench decides that an 
affidavit which was secured by White’s at- 
torneys today is of enough weight to set a 
date for the arguing of a motion for a new 
trial based on the evidence, then the young 
man will not die tomorrow. 

It is a faint gleam of hope, but it is 
enough to make the attorneys fight all the 
harder for the boy murderer’s life. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson has refused to interfere in 
the case. This morning he wired Colonel 
Thornton as follows: 

“I cannot grant your request for respite 
for Henry White. 

“W. Y ATKINSON, Governor.” 

This morning the defense secured an affil- 
davit from Henry Hicks, a countryman. 
Hicks's testimony was highly important, as 
he was a witness of the killing and in his 
fffidavit tells how it looked to him. A 
notary public was carried to the jail to se- 
cure the affidavit of White, that the pris- 
oner did not know of the newly discovered 
evidence before, and the attorneys for the 
young man signed similar affidavits. 

Hicks, in his affidavit, swore that on the 
day of the killing he had a full view of 
the scene. He says that J. A. White fired 
at Jackson three times and killed him. It 
was the old man and not Henry White who 
fired the fatal shots, he says. When Jack- 
son went around the corner he had his pis- 
tol in his hand. If Henry White fired, he 
did not strike Jackson. B. 8. Miller and 
D. L. Parmer swore that Hicks was relia- 
ble. 

Colonel Thornton argued the motion for 
extraordinary trial before Judge Butt short- 
ly before noon. He asked that the judge 
grant an order of supersedeas and that June 
7th be set as a time for the state to come 
forward and show why the court should 
not grant a new trial under the newly dis- 
covered evidence. 

Solicitor Gilbert and Mr. Worrill, repre- 
senting the state, were present and took 
the point that the affidavit was cumulative 
tive evidence and should not be entertained. 
Colonel Thornton claimed that the evidence 
was not cumulative, but the judge ruled 
in favor of the state, overruling the mo- 
tion. 

This afternoon the attorneys for the de- 
fense drew up a tall of exception to the 
judge’s order on this point. This was pre- 
sented to Judge Butt and he refused to 
sign it. This afternoon Colonel Thornton 
left for Atlanta and will argue before the 
supreme court early tomorrow morning 
that a mandamus should be granted. 

If the mandamus % granted execution 
will be stayed until the newly discovered 
evidence can be argued béfore the supreme 
court. If Colonel Thornton does not get 
the desired order tomorrow morning his 
client must die. It will be a close call 
even if the order is secured, for time will 
be very precious tomorrow. 

The sheriff will doubtless wait as long 
as he can to see what disposition the su- 
preme court will make of the newly dis- 
covered evidence. Strange to say, White 
has not entirely lost hope. He does not be- 
lieve, it is said, that he will hang tomorrow, 
at least he hopes so strongly that belief at 
times almost succeeds hope. 

The action in the Tom Allen case has 
given rise to some hope in the White fam- 
ily. Beyond the fact that thé two men 
were condemned to hang on the same day 
there is no connection between the cases. 

It is not known at what time the trap will 
be sprung. White’s family and many other 
visitors called today. The boy was cheerful 
and at times lively. It is supposed that the 
family of the young man will witness the 
execution.

Charge That He Purchased Liquors 
Not Ordered by Board Denied. 


‘EXPLAINS BIG ORDER OF GLASSWARE 


Declares That His Accuser Was a Can- 
didate for Chairman When He 
Found Fault. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 3.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Wille Jones, chairman of the state 
‘board of control, who was charged by L. 
J. Williams yesterday with a number of 
more or less serious irregularities, makes 
@ statement. In this Colonel Jones says: 


“Mr. Williams charges, first, that I, as 
chairman, have disregarded the rules of 
the board by ordering goods charged to 
the dispensaries in Columbia cheaper than 
elsewhere. 

“This has reference to a special order 
made by Mr. E. W. Robertson, chairman 
of the local board of control at Coiumbia, 
for goods, the major portion of which 
were not kept in stock, but were a very 
fine class of goods, ordered largely from 

the house of Park & Tilford, of New York, 
for the special Christmas trade in this city 
as an experiment merely; and in order to 
make a trial of this experiment, at the 
special request of the chairman of the 
board, the goods were placed to the Col- 
umbia dispensers at 20 per cent profit in- 
Stead of 25 per cent, as usually charged. 
This would, under like circumstances, have 
been done in favor of any local board in 


“Second, that I, as chairman, ‘practically 
nullified the will of the board of control in 
the matter of whisky purchases.’ This 
charge is based upon the statement made 
by him that he had found in local digpen- 
garies different kinds of whiskies that the 
board had never 1 In reply to 
this char I would state that at the May 

‘Meeting in 1896, the following resolution 
Was passed: ‘Ordered, That the chairman 
be authorized to place special orders from 
county dispensers.’ 

“It was in pursuance of this authority 
vested in me by the board that purchases 
were made of whiskies other than those 
ordered by the board. In no instance have 
I ever ordered whiskies from parties other 
than those from whom the board made 
purchases, except upon some special order 
from a county dispenser. 

Third, Mr. Williams further charges me 
with an unjustifiable violation of law in 
receiving and paying for eleven car loads 
of glass more than ordered by the board.“ 


Colonel Jones explains this at length. 
showing it was not an overshipment, as 
some months previously an order had been 
. given by:Commissioner Mixson for twenty- 
five cars of glass, with the proviso that 


: he could cancel same at any ttme before 

delivery, provided the state would take 
‘all the glass made up at the time the order 
to cancel was delivered. The order was 
canceled, and subseguently the company 
sent the eleven cars, together with another 
order, claiming pay for them under the 
Mixson contract. 


» “Fourth, Mr. Williams further charges 
me with derelition of duty in not paying 
the 2 for whisky purchases within 
the e limited by contract, and further 
charges that the state has been loser there- 

„In reply to this charge I desire to say 
that prior to November, 1896, the rule of 
the board was that no draft should be paid 
until the whisky should we received in the 
building and checked up by the commis- 
sioner, and that until then every draft was 
promptly paid as soon as the same was 
iene by the commissioner. 

The cause of the delay in the payment 
of the drafts was the inability of the com- 
missioner to get the goods within the ware- 
house then check off the bill of lading 

rior to the maturity of the draft. This No- 

-Yember order was passed in order to rem- 
edy this evil, and since then the commis- 
sioner has ever been urged to promptly 
check up the invoices, whether in store 
or at the depot, and as soon as this was 
done and the proper evidence furnished 
me, I have in all cases promptly signed the 
‘warrant for the payment of the draft.

NEW STREET RAILWAY SYSTEM, 


Charleston Electric Line Will Begin 
Very Soon. 

Charleston, 8. C., June 3.—(Special.)— 
Charleston is making great preparations 
for the reception of the new electric system 
of street railrcads which will be in active 
operation within the next two or three 
weeks. 

For years a fight has been on foot to 
give the city rapid transit, but it seemed 
hard to get the people interested to sur- 
render the old horse car lines. At last 
this came, however, and a company, with 
a capital stock of $850,000, began building 
a railway that is now about complete. The 
track, covering every part of town, is 
ready, and the only delay is being caused 
on the finishing touches of the power 
house. 

Forty handsome cars have already been 
shipped here and others will be purchased 
as the demands show. The road is ac- 
knowledged to be one of the best in the 
south and is built to last for years. 

The city of Charleston will be like a dif- 
ferent place when the horse cars have been 
driven out of it. That unsatisfactory sys- 
tem has been in use here for more than a 
quarter of a century. 

The people are wondering how fast the 
population will be thinned out when the 
trolley cars begin to spin over Charleston’s 
street. To show how this feeling prevails

NON-FRATERNITY MEN STICK. 


War on Greek Letter Societies Is Being 
Pushed. 

Greenville, 5. C., June 3.—(Special.)}—The 
war between the Greek letter societies and 
the non-fraternity element in Furman un- 
versity continues unabated. 

The non-fraternity men have formed an 
organization numbering sixty-five men, 
which will actively oppose the fraternity 
men, who number only thirty-seven. 

The fraternities having chapters in Fur- 
man are Chi Psi, Kappa Alpha (Southern) 
and Sigma Alpha Epsilon. | 

The non-fraternity men first petitioned 
the faculty for the abolition of the fraterni- 
ties, but the faculty replied that it had no 
jurisdiction, A petition has therefore been 
sent to the board of trustees asking that 


the fraternities be made a feature of the 


college so as to be subject to its discipline 
like the literary societies or else that they 
be abolished. 

Whether or not the fraternities are 
taking any measures for defense is not 
known, but it is supposed that their tac- 
tics are to appéal personally to members 
of the board. It is said that non-fraternity 
men allege that the fraternities create a 
“eollege aristocracy’’ and form combina- 
tions in college to the exclusion of non- 
fraternity men in choosing society and 
student officers.

“I have 
always been in favor of the dispensary, 
and believe it to be the best solution of 
the liquor question, but I would have the 
constabulary of South Carolina modified 
to some extent, There is a phase of this 


‘which is objectionable. 


“There will be no special session of the 
legislature, I hear, It will be next March 
before the legislature meets again, and 
it seems to me that the question will be 
settled before that time. 

“One thing is sure, the saloon system 
will never be introduced in South Carolina 
again. It is! practically dead, and all ele- 
ments of the state are against it. 

“It seems to me that the only thing that 
remains right now is for the state to go 
into the business of selling whisky, and 
underbid all competitors. 

The high tax question will come up also, 
and I telieve that this will be the means 
by which the state can control the traf- 
fic. 

“The peculiar feature of the decision of 
Judge Simonten has struck me, and that 
is that there can be nothing like local op- 
tion in South Carolina.

LIQUOR DEALERS HOLDING BACK 


They Have Placed Orders, but Have 


Not Received Goods Yet. 

Charleston, S. C., June 3.—(Special.)—The 
wholesale grocerymen and the ex-liquor 
dealers in Charleston seem to be holding 
back somewhat in ordering liquors for 
sale in the original package, as allowed 
under Judge Simonton’s decision. 

They have placed orders but the stuff is 
not to be shipped here until some definite 
steps are taken by the state administra- 
tion. Before the ‘dispensiry law went into 
effect every other ste in the city sold 
whisky and beer, and 4 large majority of 
these men are now 'counting on selling 
again. One wholesale dealer has secured 
a warehouse and has it to appear that he 
is to act as the agent of some outside 
company that will ship the goods to the 
city to be warehoused and sold to indi- 
viduals, 

Since the decision was rendered the state 
constables, who have been idle for weeks, 
have started out on wholesale raids once 
more and have succeeded in capturing a 
The rea-

Pint Bottles Cannot Be Sold as Sepa- 
rate Original Packages—Simon- 
ton’s Decision To Be Tested. 


Columbia, 8. C., June 3.—(Special.)—Gov~- 
ernor Ellerbe today defined the course he 
will pursue in enforcing the dispensary 
law. He said he had decided to keep the 
constables on duty, as by his construction 
of the “original package” ruling there was 
much for them to de. 

“We are not going,” he said, “to seize 
anything shipped into the state for per- 
sonal use or anything sold by people of 
other states in original packages. I under- 
stand by ‘original package’ that a man 
cannot, for instance, get a dozen pint 
packages in one case and sell those pints 
separately, but must sell the whole un- 
broken case. Each shipment constitutes a 
package. The constables will have to watch 
those receiving boxes of bottled liquor or 
liquor put up in any other shape, and if 
anything less than the package in which it 
was received is sold the whole will be con- 
fiscated. 

“As I understand it, the citizens of this 
state will not be permitted to sell in origi- 
nal packages or in any other way. I 
think, however, citizens of this state can 
properly act as agents for non-residents. 

“Of course, the friends of the dispensary 
will not be satisfied with anything short 
of an appeal to the court of last resort.“ 

There will speedily be a test of the 
correctness of the construction placed on 
the Simonton decision by Governor Ellerbe. 

Dozens of men are preparing to sell 
liquor in packages as small as half pints, 
importing them in cases and barrels, and 
also to sell beer by the bottle. According 
to the position taken by the governor, they 
can only deal in wholesale quantities. This 
would be no advantage to purchasers, as 
they can themselves order such packages 
for personal use, have them shipped di- 
rect and save profits of the middleman. 


WRIT OF INJUNCTION FILED 


5 
JUDGE SIMONTON’S DECISION IS 
IN FULL FORCE. 


Vance and the Constabulary Restrain- 
ed from Interfering with Liquors 
from the Vandercocks. 


Charleston, S. C., June 8.—(Special.)—In 
the United States circuit court this after- 
noon Judge Simonton filed a writ of in- 
junction against Liquor , Gemmiissioner 
Vance and members of the constabulary, 
defendants in the Vandercook case, restrain- 
ing them from eeizing or interfering with 
liquors shipped into South Carolina for 
sale to individuals in the original un- 
broken package. 

This is the order carrying out the text 
of his decision, but it deals only with the 
Vandercook Company. The court enjoins 
the defendants from seizing or attempt- 
ing to seize in transit or after arrival 
or otherwise carrying away or confiscat- 


ing any of the wines and liquors brought 


into this state for sale and bearing the 
stamp of the Vamdercooks. They are 
further ordered not to interfere with liquors 
sent here to be warehoused and sold in 
original packages. The defendants are al- 
so enjoined from interfering with or bin- 
dering and preventing the complainants 
or agents in any way whatsoever from 
carrying on interstate commerce and inter- 
course in such liquors as may be imported 
to South Carolina by citizens, the right to 
which is secured to them by the constitu- 
tion of the United States, or in prevent- 
ing in any way any person from engaging 
in such trade with the Vandercooks or 
from holding, using or consuming wines 
and Iiquors sent here from California or 
imported and sold in o nal p ges 
in this state by the complainants to the 
citizens of South Carolina. 

Attorney General Barber came here from 
Columbia today to have a consultation 
with Judge Simonton about the injunction, 
but he declined to say anything about the 
conference. He said the state has not yet 
decided what course to take to meet the 
emergetcy caused by the granting of the 
injunction.

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The Middle States. 


In the June number of The North 
American Review Michael G, Munhall, 
the celebrated British statistician, pre- 
sents his second article on the progress 
of the United States. The article deals 
with the middle Atlantic group, includ- 
ing New York, New Jersey, Pennsylva- 
nia, Delaware, Maryland and the District 
of Columbia. As this group comprises 
the wealthiest section of the country, 
the figures given by the statistician will 
be found interesting. 

The first item of progress which the 
statistician notes in addressing himself 
to the middle states is the one of popu- 
lation. He shows that in 1850 the popu- 
lation of these states was only 6,629,000, 
while in 1890 it was 14,141,000. Com- 
paring the growth of the middle states 
with that of the New England states, 
he shows that the former have more 
than doubled the latter. f 

In agriculture, according to the figures 
cited by the statistician, the group has 
made but little progress. Only two and 
one-half acres of tand per inhabitant 
were under cultivation in 1890 against 
four acres in 1850. The following table 
shows to what extent the chief products 
of the farm have been cultivated since 
1850: :

Russia’s Industrial Commission. 

The industrial prejudice formerly en- 
tertained by the Russian government 
toward the United States is rapidly dis- 
appearing before the pronounced supe- 
riority of our American products. 

Had it not been for German competi- 
tion the trade of Russia mighf have been 
acquired long before this. Naturally 
our Teutonic rivals, on account of their 
close proximity to Russia, have supplied 
the industrial wants of that country for 
several years past; but, in spite of the 
intimate trade relations which have long 
existed between the two empires, Russia 
is beginning to realize that she can pur- 
chase some things to much better ad- 
yantage in the United States than in 
Gemany. 

Within the last few days, according to 
recent cablegrams, a special commission 
has been appointed by the Russian gov- 
ernment to visit this country for the 
purpose of inspecting our American ma- 
chine products. Undoubtedly the appoint- 
ment of this commission is due in some 
measure to the recent visit of Prince 
Michael Helkoff to the United States. 
Though Prince Michael came over to 
inspect our railway system, it is said 
that he made good use of his eyes while 
in this country and that, on returning 
to St. Petersburg, he carried with him a 
glowing account of our industria] prog- 
ress. 

But whether the appointment of this 
commission is due to the visit of Prince 
Michael or not, it is certain that good 
results will accrue from it and that Rus- 
sia will find it largely to her interest to 
purchase her supplies in this market.

The Drift of Population. 

While the growth of our urban popu- 
lation since the war bas been phenome- 
nal, it is painful to note that much of 
this increase has beéh wrought at the 
expense of the rural districts. 

On good authority it is stated that, 
during the two decades extending from 
1870 to 1890, not less than 6,000,000. peo- 
ple in the United States moved from 
the rural districts to the cities. If this 
process continues for any length of time 
it is evident that the growth of our 
cities will soon exhaust the rural dis- 
tricts completely. 

But is this procegs likely to continue? 
Most certainly not. There must come 
a time when the drift of population, in- 
stead of proceeding from the rural dis- 
tricts to the cities, will proceed from 
the cities to the rural districts; and al- 
ready there are hopeful signs of this 
change. Improved facilitves of trans- 
portation have virtually bestowed upon 
the farmer the same privileges enjoyed 
by his city brethren; and, without the 
slightest ineonvenience, one can live in 
the country and yet make daily trips to 
the city. The force of this statement is 
emphasized by the number of suburban 
homes which are going up in the peigh- 
borhood of most of our large cities. 
Within the next few years it is likely 
that this tendency to return to rural life 
will be even more distinctly marked than 
it is at present. ‘Without prosperity in 
the fields of grain there can be no pros- 
perity in the marts of trade, and in vain 
will our cities increase in population if 
they are built up at the expense of the 
rural districts.

One of 
the most profitable is the sale of candles. 


A report to King Leopold, as sovereign 
of the Congo State, by M. van Betvelde, 
secretary of state, says that slavery cannot 
be directly repressed, but preventive meas- 
ures have been instituted in the shape of 
„penal legislation, the regulation of labor 
contracts, the surveillance of caravans, 
and the offorts made to diminish intestine 
wars and to put an end to cannibalism and 
human sacrifices. The state has now 116 
stations and 684 agents, while the public 
force comprises 12,000 men. The number of 
missionaries—Belgian, English and Amerit- 
can—amounting to 223, is seven times great- 
er than at the outset. 


Among the countries of the European 
continent, illiteracy is most prevalent in 
the slavic states of Russia, Servia and 
Roumania, the Latin races in Italy, Spain 
and Belgium being also very backward in 
education, while in the purely Teutonic 
states the percentage of illiterates is mere- 
ly nominal. In Switzerland it Is 2.5 per 
cent, in the whole of German empire only 
1 per cent, and in Sweden, Denmark, Ba- 
varia, Baden and Wurtemberg there is 
practically no one who cannot read and 
write, 


The electric match is the next important 
invention promised. Before very long the 
phosphorus-tipped wooden splits now in use 
will be replaced by a handy little tool that 
may be carried in the pocket or hung up 
conveniently for striking a light when 
wanted. Twentieth century people dcoubt- 
less will speak of the “hell sticks” of the 
present day as primitive and absurd, just 
as we are disposed to look with scorn upon 
the flint and steel of our forefathers. Al- 
ready there is on the market a gaslighter 
which affords more than a suggestion of 
the electric match of the future, a twist 
of the handle generating sufficient electric- 
ity to accomplish the purpose. 


Dr. Robert Bell, of the Canadian survey, 
has been describing an exploring ex 1rsion 
he had undertaken during the past two 
summers into the almost unknown region 
directly southeast of Hudson bay and east 
of the Noddawai river. He discovered a 
new river which eventually found its way 
into Hudson bay. This river had remained 
unknown, although within 200 miles of 
Ottawa. The whole region of his explora- 
tions might be called a plateau broken by 
isolated hill ridges. The climate was suit- 
able for all ordinary crops. The soil was 
a rich brown clay. There was some large 
game in the region, which was entirely un- 
settled. There were no Eskimo. The coun- 
try possessed an almost inexhaustible sup- 
ply of timber, red and white pine, as well 
as spruce. 


There is at present in the keeping of a 
London jeweler a Ceylon sapphire which 
is not less remarkable for its size than 
for its translucency and the brilliance of 
the optical effects it can show. The weight 
of the gem is 638 carats, and it is of a 
dark milky blue color, perfectly trans- 
parent and flawless. Larger sapphires 
have been known, but they have usually, 
if not always, been dull and muddy in- 
stead of having the clear, translucent 
color of this specimen. But, in addition, it 
possesses a property occasionally found in 
slightly cloudy or milky Ceylon sapphires 
~—and some times in other gems, too—which 
greatly enhances its value in the eyes of 
the believers in the occult powers of pre- 
cious stones to confer health and good for- 
tune on their wearers.

PEACH BRANDY TIME 


HUNDREDS OF PEACH BRANDY 
STILLS TO BE OPERATED. 
Thousands of Barrels of Peaches To 
Be Made Into Fine Old 
Liquor. 


The peach brandy season draweth nigh, 
and the internal revenue department will 
soon be busy granting licenses for gov- 
ernment distilleries, and in surveying for 
the bonded stills. 

Every yéar about the time the peaches 
begin to ripen the distillers in every coun- 
ty where the manufacture of brandy is 
allowed, make application for a license to 
manufacture brandy. Generally there are 
three or four hundred brandy stills run 
through the summer months, and when 
winter comes they are closed down and 
the distillers go out of business. 

The next year if a distiller wants to again 
manufacture brandy he must go through 
the same regulations. He has to make ap- 
plication for a license, and the deputy col- 
lectors go around and survey a site for 
his still. Only about seventy government 
stills in Georgia run all the year round. 
These are for the manufacture of corn 
whisky and other kinds of whisky. 

Internal Revenue Collector Trammell 
stated yesterday that he expected an unus- 


ually large number of applications for 
license to manufacture government brandy 
this year, He says that the reports from 
over the state show that the peach crop 
is fine, especially the varieties of peaches 
used in the manufacture of brandy. Only 
the seedling peaches are used for making 
brandy. 

Collector Trammell is very anxious that 
all who intend to make brandy this year 
send in their applications at once, He says 
that every year all of the applicants wait 
until just before the time for making bran- 
dy and then send in their applications.

at Once. * 
IT INCLUDES BICYCLE RIDERS 


Chief Connolly Gives Orders To Have 
All Violators Taken Up. 


HOW THE NEW LAW READS 


All Who Travel on the Streets Must 
Keep to the Right—The Chief 
of Police Talks. 


People who travel the streets of Atlanta, 
no matter how they ride, must hereafter 
keep to the right or they will have to 
appear before the recorder and pay a fine. 

The chief of police has instructed the 
patrolmen to enforce rigidly the ordinance 
adopted by the general council May Iith, 
and beginning this morning every person 
who violates the ordinance will be arrested 

This includes bicycle riders, and the 
wheelmen, after passing through the recent 
experience of bell-ringing must now be 
very careful whenever they pass a vehicle 
of any kind or another bicyclist to go to the 
right. If they don’t they will quickly find 
themselves in the clutches of some vigilant 
policeman, 

The ordinance which is to be enforced was 
introduced in council by Aldermar Hirsch 
and reads as follows: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, section 1. Be it ordained by the 
mayor and general council of the city of 
Atlanta, That from and after the passage 
of this ordinance, it shall be the duty of 
every carriage, hack, buggy, dray, wagon 
or other vehicle, and also of the rider of 
every bicycle to keep to the right in trav- 
eling along the streets,. avenues, public al- 
lays, lanes and ways in the city limits. 

„Sec. 2.—Be it further ordained by the 
mayor and general council of said city, 
That any person convicted of violating the 
first section of this ordinance in the record- 
er's court, shall be punished by a fine not 


-exceeding $100, or imprisonment not exceed- 


ing thirty days, either or both of said pun- 
ishments, in the discretion of the court. 

‘Sec. 3. Be it further ordained 
authority aforesaid, t all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances in conflict with this 
ordinance be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed.” Adopted. 

What the Chief Says. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly stated 
his intention to have the new law rigidly 
enforced at once. In speaking of the mat- 
ter to a reporter of The Constitution, he 
said: 
The new law was made at the request of 
the police department and it was a necessity 
for Atlanta is now a metropolis and the 
streets are daily crowded with all kinda of 
vehicles and bicycles. A failure to keep to 
the right causes much confusion and is lia- 
ble to result in some serious accident. I 
have had copies of the ordinance printed 
and given to the captains, so they could 
read it to the watches. It will be read for 
the first time to the morning watch and 
afterwards to the other two watches. I 
have instructed the captains to say to the 
men that the law must be enforca@l and 
every violator promptly arrested. I wish 
the people te be given fair warning. The 
bicycle riders are particularly requested to 
be on their guard.

FORTUNES in TINGLING BELLS. 


A Great Rush Has Been Made for Bi- 
cycle Bells the Past Two Days. 

Nearly a thousand dollars has been spent 
in the last two days in this city for bicycle 
bells. This estimate is made by one of the 
best posted dealers in the city. 

He figures on their being 3,000 wheels in 
the city, which is certainly not too large. 
Nearly two-thirds of these were without 
bells when the law was put in force this 
week and have had to buy them to avoid 
being pulled. 


One prominent dealer said he had sold 


nearly four hundred bells and that all the 
other dealers had the same kind of business. 
These bells range in price from 50 cents up 
to two or three dollars for the silver plated 
ones. It is a strange fact that just as soon 
as the bells became a necessity instead of a 
luxury that all the cheap bells disappeared 
and the higher priced ones were plentiful. 

All sorts and conditions of bells are now 
making the nights hideous on Peachtree 
and Pryor streets. For a while it looked as 
if the city would be over-run with cow bells 
and all kinds of ringable objects, but the 
firm hand of the law put a quietus on the 
would-be funny man. It is curious to watch 
the many places on a wheel that the inven- 
tive mind of the wheelmen canfind for at- 
taching the little bells. The ordinary place 
for the bells is, of course, the handle bar, 
but all the bells are not put there by any 
means. Some are put on the frames, some 
on the seat post, some on the saddle and 
one inventive genius has his bell attached 
to the pedal and rings it with his foot. 
Most of the small boys incline to the idea 
of secreting the bell to foal the cops. If 
it were possible to make an invisible bell 
every messenger boy in town would have 
one before they had been on sale ten min- 
utes. Nearly everybody covers their belig 
with their hands when they see a cop, just 
to enjoy the sport of seeing the poor officer 
make a fool of himself. 

Several cow bells and dinner beils came up 
from the wilds of Decatur street and Au- 
burn avenue, but they do not peal forth 
when the blue coats are near. 

Altogether the bell law has created lots 
ot fun for the jokers, it has been a source 
of great glee to the bicycle dealers and even 
the watchful cop has enjoyed the sport. 
Meanwhile the pedestrian feels safer ag the 
work of belling the wheels goes on.

Finance Are in First Rate 
Condition. 


MONEY FOR ALL DEPARTMENTS 


Finance Committee Will Complete the 
Apportionment Tomorrow. 


RECEIPTS EXGEED THE JANUARY ESTIMATE 


And by Economical Means the City Is 
Now Able To Meet All Proper 
Demands for Departments. 


* 


The finance committee of the general 
council will meet tomorrow and complete 
the apportionment sheet to be acted upon 
by the council Monday next. The appor- 
tionments have been partially agreed to, 
but several changes are yet to be n ade by 
the committee, 

It is estimated that the committee will 
have at its disposal about 335,000 or 840, 000 
more than was counted on in January last 
when the first apportionment sheet was 
prepared. The receipts have vsveeded the 
estimate and other sources of unanticipated 
revenue have increased the amount consid- 
erably. 

The excess of money on hand will enable 
the committee to satisfy nearly all of the 
deparments and the money will be appor- 
tioned among the several branches of the 
city government where it is deemed most 
advisable. The apportionment to be made 
will stand until the third and last appor- 
tionment of the year is made in October 
and by the action of the committee tomor- 
row will depend the work of all tha 
departments for the year. 

Mayor Collier thinks the council will 
be able to set aside sufficient funds to 
meet the legitimate needs of all the de- 
partments and he is well pleased with the 
financial condition of the city. A con- 
siderable amount has been saved by eco- 
nomical methods and the mayor is satis- 
fied that all of the wants of the depart- 
ments which are proper will be granted. 
enabling the departments to conduct their 
work properly and efficiently. 

Chairman Peters, of the finance com- 
mittee, has made a close study ot the 
city’s finances and he is able to point out 
just where the city’s revenue is to come 
from and what can safely be accounted on. 
The work of the committee will be care- 
ful and no changes are likely to be made 
in the apportionment sheet to be submitted 
at Monday’s meeting of the council, 


SHIMARUA IS NOT SATISFIED 


JAPAN’S MINISTER AT HAWAII 
WANTS ONLY FAIRNESS. 


Does Not Think His Government Is 
Acting Arbitrarily, in the 
Matter. 


San Francisco, June 3.—The steamship 
Mariposa arrived from Sydney via Hono- 
lulu this morning with advices from the 
Hawaiian capital, supplemental to those 
brought by the steamship Peru on Monday 
last. May 24th, the day the Peru left the 
island, the government announced that its 
answer to Japan's demands had been sent 
to the Japanese minister. 

(Minister Shimarua is not at all satisfied 
with the reply made by the Hawaiian for- 
eign office. 

In an interview on the subject he said: 

„ do not consider what I received to be 
an answer to my question for particulars 
and I will make another attempt, Japan 
wants nothing but fairness. If she don’t 
get it I don’t know what will follow. The 
Hawaiian government in refusing to land 
the people are wrong and it is a gross vio- 
lation of the treaty. Now I. have asked 
for some explanation as to the reasons of 
this government’s action and I am told 
that the position taken by the Hawallan 
government is that the immigrant laws are 
reasonable and that they are enforcing 
them. My government would take a rea- 
sonable excuse for the action taken. I do 
not find it in this. I do not think my 
government is acting arbitrarily in this 
matter which involves the honor of the 
nation. The United States has been ad- 
vised of the affair and probably knows 
the status of the case as well as we do and 
if the government at Washington believes 
the position taken by Japan is right ac- 
cording to international law there will be 
no interference. On the other hand, if our 


position is arbitrary any nation may inter- 
7 


fere, 

“Japan understands that there is a tacit 
understanding that the United States has 
an interest; that while not assuming the 
proportions of a protectorate she stands in 
the nature of a good mother to the island 
republic, but the officials of the United 
States government are too well versed in 
the custom of dealing with questions of in- 
ternational law to say that Japan is 
wrong, if she is right, or that Hawail is 
right if she is wrong. 

“If I withdraw you know what will fol- 
low. I hope it will not reach that point,”

EN ROUTE TO MT. ST. ELIAS. 


Latham’s Party Will Begin Their Dan- 
gerous Ascent in a Few Weeks. 

Mr. BE. B. Latham, an Atlanta boy, who 
is in the employ of the government coast 
survey, has recently left for Alaska with 
a party from Philadelphia, where they will 
attempt to explore the top of Mount St. 
Elias, one of the highest peaks in this 
courtry, and on whose snowy top no hu- 
man foot has ever trod. 

Quite a number of attempts have been 
made to scale this mountain, all of which 
have proved unsuccessful. Several parties 
have spent weeks and even months trying 
to reach the top, but scarcity of food and 
the rarity of the atmosphere at such an 
altitude forced them to return to the bot- 
tom. 

Latham's party, however, is determined 
to go to the top if there is any possible 
chance. There are six in thé company,. all 
experienced explorers, who are willing to 
endure all sorts of privations and suffer- 
ing to succeed. They will reach the moun- 
tain in three weeks, and it will take them 
several months to ascend. 

There is also another party from Italy 
bent on the same mission, now en route 
to the mountain. The race between the 
two will no doubt be highly exciting, as 
both are anxious to reach the top first. 
The ascent is exceedingly dangerous, and 
but few, if any of Latham's party may 
ever iive to tell the tale. The outcome of 
the experiment will be watched with great 
interest, as the country north of the mcun- 
tain, which can be surveyed only from 
the top, has never been explored.

The Railroad List Showed Irregular 


Changes—Samuel Post, Jr., Dies 
Suddenly on the Floor. 


New York, June 3.—Prices on the stock 
exchange were in full swing upward all 
along the line today when Samuel L. Post, 
Jr., an old and popular member of the ex- 
change, was seized with heart disease and 
expired almost immediately on the floor. 
This visitation of death put an immediate 
stop to the trading in stocks, and it was 
not resumed for nearly two hours. The 
volume of business was, in consequence, 
largely curtailed, many active operators 
withdrawing from the dealings for the re- 
mainder of the day. The confidence of 
yesterday with which all offerings were 
absorbed, and the large amount of stocks 
which had been bought for London ac- 
count, were resold here and had its effect 
in London today on the tone of the market 
there for American securities. There was 
active demand and advancing prices as 
long as the trading continued in London, 
and was the cause of large purchases here 
for London account. The buying was the 
most potent factor in the market, and, sup- 
plemented by the sympathetic strength 
radiated from some special stocks, it mov- 
ed prices upward to a point materially 
above last night's close in the great ma- 
jority of stocks. But a rush of realizing 
sales in the closing transactions wiped out 
the earlier gains in a great many stocks 
and left them a fraction below last night’s 
close, and were near the low point touched 
in a realizing movement earlier in the day. 
The selling to take profits at the close 
started in Chicago Gas, which had been 
most aggressively strong all day, rising 
in the final hour to 87, the high point at 
the present upward movement. A fall of 
over a point at the close induced selling 
in other stocks. Sugar also was the lead- 
er of the market with a total of 35,000 
shares sold, and sagged % in the final 
dealings and had a strong influence in 
causing the final decline. There was man- 
ifest all day, in fact. a rather nervous 
watchfulness on the part of professional 
traders for the moment to take the high- 
est profits, and several notable selling 
movements occurred during the day.

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POR PERJURY 


His Case Consumed the Entire Day 
Yesterday in Court. 


JURY'S CHARGE COMES TODAY 


Conley Charged Reuben Arnold with 
Mutilating the Records, 


GRANB JURY THEN INDICTED CONLEY 


Evidence in the Case Delivered Yes- 
terday Completely Vindicated 
Mr. Arnold. 


John L. Conley, the well-known lawyer, 
was placed on trial yesterday morning in 
the criminal court on the charge of perjury. 

The trial of the case, which lasted from 
8 o’clock in the morning until 6 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, w4s a hotly contest- 
ed legal battle between lawyers, and sev- 
eral hours of the day were consumed in 
heated debates upon legal differences be- 
tween the state and the defense. 

At 6 o’clock last night court adjourned 
until 8 o’clock this morning and the jury 
was allowed to separate upon consent of 
counsel. When court meets this morning 
Judge Candler will charge the jury and the 
papers, affidavits and other matters of evi- 
dence which have been tendered by both 
sides will be submitted to the jury. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Conley was indicted 
by* the grand jury for perjury. It was 
alleged that the attorney had sworn that 
Mr. Reub R. Arnold had sought to have 
changed a court paper, and it was to these 
charges that Mr. Conley made an affidavit 
before Mr. G. J. Dallas, a notary public. 

When the affidavit was made Mr. Reuben 


Arnold immediately began the prosecution 
of Mr. Conley. Mr. Arnold proved that he 
did not mutilate the paper complained of, 
and so far as he is concerned he has been 
completely vindicated of the charge which 
was made against him by Mr. Conley. So 
completely has been Mr. Arnold’s vindica- 
tion that Mr. Conley testified in court yes- 
terday that it was a mistake and that he 
had never intended to charge that the 
mutilation was made either by Mr. Arnold 
or at his Instance. 

The evidence showed yesterday that Mr. 
Conley and Mr. Arnold have not been on 
Seeking terms with each other for sev- 
eral years and that much bitterness exist- 
ed between the two men. As a matter of 
fact, there has been constant S§tigation 
between Mr. Arnold’s client and Mr. Con- 
ley for a number of years and the present 
trouble grew out of a judgment which was 
secured by Mr. Arnold as the attorney for 
A. E.. Buck, who successfully sued Mr. 
Conley and secured the judgment. 

After the judgment had been secured, 
the order of the superior court was so 
changed as to make a modification of the 
first order, allowing the judgment. When 
the second paper was made out the clerk 
of the court or his deputy pasted the new 
fi. fa. over the old one. Mr. Conley charged 
that Mr. Arnold had given directions that 
this be done and his affidavit to this effect 
is what caused hissindictment before the 
grand jury. his 

Mr. Arnold Gives His Evidence. 

After the jury had been secured Mr. 
Reuben Arnold was sworn and placed upon 
the witness stand, ) 

The state was assisted by Colonel Luther 
Rosser, and Mr. Conley was represented 
by Albert & Hughes and Colonel Robert J. 
Jordan. Solicitor Hill read the indict- 
ment, which was corroborated by testimony 
of Mr. Dallas, who swore that he admin- 
istered the usual oath to Mr. Conley when 
the affidavit was made. Mr. Dallas said 
the affidavit had been written out and that 
Mr. Conley had signed his name, and ac- 
knowledged his signature when the affidavit 
was presented the notary to be attested. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold testifiéd that he had 
never asked that the fi. fa. in dispute be 
changed and he swore that all he had 
to do with the matter was to present the 
order of the court, providing for the new 
fi. fa. He declared he had never said one 
word to anybody about mutilating the fi. 
fa., and the paper itself showed that the 
writing in which the charges were made 
was made by Deputy McFarlin and Clerk 
Tanner. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Arnold was 
lengthy and many objections were entered 
by the defense to the questions and an- 
swers used in the direct examination. 

Mr. Conley Makes His Statement. 

After Mr. McFarlin, Judge Tanner and 
Mr. Frank Myers had furnished their tes- 
timony, showing that Mr. Arnold Had not 
made any changes, Mr. Conley was placed 
upon the stand to make his statement to 


the jury. 

He stated to the court and jury that he 
did not intend to say that Mr. Arnold had 
made the change, and he was of the opin- 
ion now that he had made a mistake. The 
argument in the case was completed late 
in the afternoon. The charge of the jury 
was postponed until this morning.

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IMPORTANT POINT IS DECIDED 


Decision Was Rendered in New Or- 
leans Yesterday Morning on 
the Garner Petition. 


An jmportant feature of the Southern 
Mutual Building and Loan case was decid- 
ed by Judge Pardee, of the United States 
circuit court of appeals, at New Orleans 
yesterday. 

The case decided was the petition of 
Charles E. Garner and others, of Florida, 
who asked that a United States court re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the 
funds and assets in the hands of Btate 
Treasurer William J. Speer. The case was 
decided by Judge Newman several months 
ago, he decreeing that no receiver be ap- 
pointed for the federal court. 

Garner’s attorneys, Messrs. Tompkins & 
Alston, were dissatisfied with the decision 
of Judge Newman and appealed the case 
from the district court to court of appeals 
at New Orleans. The consideration of the 
case has just been finished by the appellate 
court and the decision announced. 

The appePiate court affirms the decision 
of Judge Newman in every particular. 
Judge Pardee decided that the petition for 
a United States court receiver should not 
be granted. He thought like Judge New- 
man that the security assets of the de- 
funct association were in good hands as 
long as they remained with the state treas- 
urer. 

The decision rendered by Judge Pardee 
means that Treasurer Speer will keep the 
funds in his possession. The money and 
assets which he holds will amount to over 
$300,000. The assets were placed in the 
hands of the state treasurer when the as- 
sociation was organized, in accordance with 
the law that requires that a certain pro- 
portion of the capital stock shall be de- 
posited with the treasurer as security for 
the stockholders of the institution. Colo- 
nel Speer will keen the assets until the 
business of the association is finally wound 
up. 

The defeat of the effort of the Florida 
stockholders to have a federal receiver 
appointed will, it is thought, end the 
litigation in the case of the Southern Mu- 
tual, except in so far as relates to the 
collection of money due the association 
and legal suits necessary to the proper 
winding up of the business of the dead as- 
sociation. It is hoped and believed by all 
concerned that the state court receivers 
will now wind up the affairs of the asso- 
ciation with perfect harmony with all 
stockholders.

Montgomery, Ala., June 3.—(Special.)— 
The Louisville and Nashville blocked the 
Mobile and Ohio’s game last night. The 
latter coad wanted to lay its tracks on the 
Western of Alabama’s right of way or on 
ground claimed by the latter road. 

The Western did not want any intrusion 
and prepared to Keep the Mobile and Ohio 
people off its property. Then an injunetion 
was obtained against the Western of Ala- 
bama and it was forbidden to int@ifere 
with the projected extension of the Mobile 
and Ohio. 

It was rumored early last night that the 
Mobile and Ohio had 100 men ready to put 
to work some time during the night to lay 
the track. Before this force got to the 
scene another large force was at dork put- 
ting in a side track. This was a force of 
Louisville and Nashville men. That com- 
pany had not been enjoined and it wanted 
to get a track on the disputed ground. 


Officers went out to the work to stop it,. 


but they discovered that the Western of 
Alabama was not violating the injunction 
because it had no hand in this move. There 
were fully 150 men working for the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and they soon had 
rails down and then freight cars were run 
in on the new track until the Mobile and 
Ohio could not possibly get across. The 
Mobile and Ohio was outnumbered and 
outgeneraled. 

When the injunction comes up in court 
a new light will be thrown on the case. 
The Western of Alabama’s officials claim 
that they have some evidence which will 
prove conclusively that they own the 


right of way claimed. 


HARD TO DECIDE. 


State Railroad Commission Is Study- 
ing Two Cases. 

The state railroad commission did not 
reach a conclusion yesterday on the ques- 
tions which were argued on Wednesday. 
As stated in yesterday’s Constitution the 
points involved were hard to decide. 

The Blue Ridge Marble Company, the de- 
fendant in one case, has been complying 
with the board’s rules and it is hard to 
frame a new rule which would prevent its 
practice of stopping marble in transit with- 
out interfering with the. privileges of the 
flour and lumber mills which mill in trans't. 

In the case of the Columbus street raik- 
way the point is whether the road is a 
street railway or a steam freight and pas- 
senger line. It seems to do some business 
of both kinds, but its principal business is 
that of a street railway, and therefore as a 
street railway not under the commission's 
control. If the part of the line which does 
handle freight cars is held to be a steam 
railroad, the company has the right to 
charge more for handling cars than it is 
now chareing. 

Both these cases will be allowed to rest 
for the present. 

Favors Cen ante, 

President C. P. Huntington, of the South- 


ern Pacific, who passed through Atlanta’ 


some time ago on his way to California, 
has returned to New York. He says that 
the business outlook in the west for the 
railroads is better than it has been for a 
year or two. 

Mr. Huntington is a strong advocate of 
joint ownership of all roalroads in the 
country. He would have them all con- 
solidated into a few systems, or if pos- 
sible into one. He says that if this were 
done rates could be reduced at lear’ 5 per 
cent and still the roads would be able to 
pay dividends on stock which now never 
realizes a dividend. He also favors pooling 
and thinks that congress should author- 
ize it. 


FIRST OCEAN STEAMER. 


The Ocean Steamship Company Is Pub- 

lishing Some Interesting History. 

Vice President Egan, of the Central, is 
pushing the company’s steamship line to 
the front as a passenger route between the 
south and New York. The people of the 
coast country are great patrons of th 
elegant steamers, but Mr. Egan thinks 
that if the people of the interior knew 
more about the pleasures of a sea voyage 
they would travel oftener by sea in going 
north and coming south. The Centra! is 
putting some interesting literature about 
this Hne and very appropriately includes 
a half-tone picture of the first steamship 
which ever crossed the Atlantic ocean.

An old farmer will say that the springs: 


are later than they used to be, and it has 


grown to be a generally accepted belief 


that winter ia. encroaching on the balmy 


days of spring. 


‘But facts explode that theory. Last year 
spring came earlier than it did thirty years 


ago, and this year the spring months are 


as warm as usual. 


The belief that the seasons are changing 


grew out of the fact that: farmers all over 
the country have of late years complained 
that they had to plant their ¢rops later 


than they formerly did, They say that if | 


they plant corn now as early as they did 
forty years ago, they cannot get a stand, 
and that thé frogt will kill. the young 
plants. It is the same way with cotton. 
Some of the old farmers claim that they 


ubed to have a good stand of cotton by the 
middle of April, whereas this year hardly 


any seed were planted by that time, and 
on a great many farms the cotton is just 
now coming up. They lay this to a gradual 
change in the season. Nearly every old 
farmer in Georgia will claim that April 
is colder now than it was when he was a 
boy. But records—indisputable facts 
prove that this is not true. 

“April was warmer this year than ſt was 
thirty-eight years ago. Though warmer, it 
does not show that the seasons are chang- 
ing, even to be warmer. Since the first 
records in 1859 the average temperature for 
April, according to the observations at 
Washington, has constantly changed back- 
wards and forwards, as uncertain weather 
will do, but there has been no permanent 
change, and the tendency of what little 
fluctuation there has been entirely refutes 
the claim that seasons are getting later. 
In 1859 the mean temperature for April was 
69 degrees. Last year the mean tempera- 
ture for the same month was 66 degrees, or 
7 degrees warmer than thirty-eight years 
ago. In 1866 the average for April was 62 
degrees, but two years later the mean tem- 
perature for April went down to 58 degrees. 
From that time to 1880 the temperature for 


April has varied from 54 to 64 degrees. 


Since 1880 the mean temperature for April | 


has fallen below 60 degrees but twice, ail 
of the other years having tolerably warm 
noel. with temperatures ranging from 60 
to 64. This year the mean temperature 
was 60. 

Forecast Official J. B. Marbury says that 
people need feel no alarm on the score of 
changing seasons. According to him the 


seasons begin at the same time they always 


did. All changes must, therefore, be as- 
signed to local causes, such as lack of pro- 
tection from cold winds. The forests have 
been cut d and now the poate crops are 
not protect from the bitghting, frosty 
winds as they once were. The farmer may 
take heart. There is no danger of July 


ever coming in the middle of winter or Jan-

Cases. 


Judge W. T. Newman returned yesterday 
from New Orleans, where he has been for 
two months presiding in the United States 
circuit ecourt of appeals. 

He went from the de 
ment building on his arri and called on 
the officials of the government. He seems 
to be in splerdid health, notwithstanding 
the hard work which he has been doing. 

Judge Newman comes home to hold 
court here. There are a num of cases 
that demand immediate attention, and he 
will hold court for one week so as to dis- 
pose of the more pressing cases. He will 
convene both the district and circuit divis- 
ions of the United States court Monday 
morning and will hold for the remainder 
of the week. Monday week he will go to 
Columbus to hold court in the western di- 
vision for one week. He will then return 
to Atlanta and resume the 3 here.

Among the most important e to be 
heard on his return from Cdlu 8 is the 
transfer case, 

There are no cases of importance o 
docket for next week. The calendar is 
made up of petty moonshine cases, and 
three or four of another nature. The most 
important will be that against Stoney 
Keel, a Newton county farmer, charged 
with counterfeiting. 

It is charged that Keel, who is an igno- 
rant ccuntrymen, made molds out of lead, 
and with these improvised molds 
nianufactured spurious coin. It is charged 
that he sold some of thé molds to other 
parties. 

Another case will be that of Alfred Har- 
din, a young white man of Chattooga 
county, who, it is alleged, broke into and 
robbed the postoffice at Kartah, Ga., in 
Chattooga county. It is charged that Har- 
din stole from the postoffice a lot of 
stamps, stamped envelopes and money to 
the amount of nearly $50. 

A case of considerable interest is that 
of the government against John Skelton. 
Skelton is accused of using the mails to 
work a slick scheme. All of the three 
above mentioned cases are set for Monday. 
The remainder of the week will be devoted 
to the hearing of moonshine cases.

CRAWFORD COUN- 
SE ENDS. 


Sent in His Letter to the Governor 
Yesterday Giving Up His 
Commission.

Ordinary Joel N. Mathews, of Crawford 
county, who was recently convicted in the 
supericr court of that county and fined 
$400, tendered his resignation to Governor 
Atkinson yesterday. 

The resignation will end one of the great- 
est sensations that Crawford county has 
ever known, e case of Ordinary Mathews 
attracted wide spread attention in that sec- 
tion of the state and the progress of it was 
watched with interest, 

With his resignation Ordinary Mathews 
makes a formal application for the reduc- 
tion of his fine, holding that his resignation 
is equal to a large amount of money. The 
governor has taken no action on the appli- 
cation. It is pushed by I eee lawyer 
of Crawford. 

The case of Ordinary Mathews originated 
with the application of his two bondsmen 
for release from his official bond. In their 
application they made sérious charges of 
immorality against the ordinary. 

The governor refused to grant the request, 
the matter was taken up by the grand 
jury, Mathews was tried and was con- 
victed and fined $400. The case was then 
carried to the supreme court, where the 
decision of the lower court was affirmed. 

Now comes the resignation of Ordinary 
Mathews, which is the final of the case. No 
one has yet been selected to act in his 
place.
